MADRID, April 8.—A Cabinet Minister, in an interview on the present situa- 
tion, is quoted as saying: “All the Ministers have sunk their individual opinions 
and are working unanimously in the interests of the country. It is entirely useless 
to attempt to arrange a compromise in the face of the attitude of America, which has 
decided to seek a rupture at any cost. The Spanish Government would weaken 
itself by concessions antagonistic to public sentiment. 

“Neither the Government nor the country. desires war, but the Government 
must save Spain’s honor. If President McKinley succeeds in withstanding Congress 
it will certainly be an indication favorable to peace. If he does not succeed, it will 
be because.he has lost control of the situation, in which case the Spanish conces- 
sions aré absolutely useless.” 


GEN. LEE MAY MAKE 
STARTLING REVELATIONS. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Representativ e Lorimer of Illinois is authority for the 
statement that Gen. Lee will make some startling disclosures before the Senate Com- 
mittee on Foreign Relations when he arrives here regarding the conspiracy to blow up 
the Maine. It was announced on yesterday that Gen. Lee would be called before the 
committee, but the nature of the testimony expected from him was not disclosed. “I 
understand that Gen. Lee is to supply the missing link in the testimony,” said he. ‘““My 
information is that Capt. Sigsbee fs in possession of the facts but does not feel at 
liberty to give them until the person who gave them to him releases him from the 
secrecy imposed. That person, I understand, is Gen. Lee.”’ 

It is said that the information Gen. Lee is expected to testify to relates to the 


extinguishment of the electric lights in Havana at the instant of the blowing up of 


the Maine. Electrical experts have sald that if the lights went out in Havana at the 
time of the explosion it would be conclusive evidence that the mine under the Maine 
must have been fired from ashore by electrical connection. Capt. Sigsbee, before the 
Foreign Relations Committee, sald he had information that the lights had gone out 
but did not think it advisable to give the name of his informant while he was in 
Cuba. His informant is said to be Gen. Lee. 


PLAN OF ACTION WHEN | 
HAVANA IS BLOCKADED. 


KEY WEST, April 8.—The most significant develgpment is the orders just re- 
ceived from the Navy Department on the plan of action. These provide that in the 
event of a blockade of Havana or Matanzas the first line of battle nearest the 
shore would be composed of torpedo boats and tugs, the second of cruisers, such as 
the Marblehead, Detroit, Cincinnati and Nashville and the gunboat Helena, and the 
third of the battleships Indiana and Iowa and the flagship New York. In case of 
an attack on the American fleet by amy small vesacls these will be engaged by the 
first twh lines, the plan being to afford the greatest protection to the battleships 
from the.torpedo boats of the enemy. Should the attack be by a superior forc 
such as the Vizcaya or the Almirante Oquendo, the first two lines would retire, leap 
ing the attacking vessels to be engaged by the battleships. While it is accepted here 
as a foregone conclusion that this plan will be exécuted should necessity arise, it 
comes from the department more as a suggestion than as an order, and Capt.

WITHOUT THE PRESIDENT. 


WASHINGTON, April 8.—Will the President send his message to Congress 
Monday, or will he again disappoint the country? | 

Members of Congress who are opposed to further delay are preparing té act 
with or without the President. 

The Steering Committee of the Republican House conference appointed last 
Wednesday to canvass the situation and ascertain how many Republicans will, if the 
President’s message does not go to Congress next Monday, join with the Demo- 
crats to secure action upon a resolution declaring for Cuban independence and 
armed intervention, met at 2 o'clock. Mr. Lorimer of I}linois, one of the active 
spirits in the movement and a member of the Steering Committee, says that over 
100 of the House Republicans have already agreed to act with them. He is confident 
however, that they will not be obliged to_join with the Democrats to overrule the 
Speaker in order to secure action. 

“I am satisfied,” said he, “that once we show the Speaker that we have a 
majority of the Republicans he will not stand in the way. The Speaker has not up 
to this time believed that a majority of his party desired to act, but onee evidence of 
that fact is presented to him I| have the strongest reasons for believing he will bow te 
the will of the majority.” 

The time of action on recognition of Cuban independence is an important ques- 
tion.

In the Senate it is claimed that a majority of 12 will vote for the Foraker 
resolution—directing the President to recognize Cuban independence and drive Spaia 
from Cuba at once.

Emperor William’s Piaes: Will Cause ‘More Compli- 
cations for the United States.

WASHINGTON, April 8.—Emperor Willlan ts planning to cause the United States 
trouble in the Cuban affair. In fact he has taken steps to provide for German int¢r- 
vention in Cuba. These steps are most positive and absolute. He has sent the Geler 
to Cuba as a preliminary step.

The Spanish Ambassador at Berlin replied that if Germany should insist upon 
puch @ Course Sr in was powerless and would be compelled to comply, but atten- 
tion was called to the fact that if such a course was adopted Spain was directly at 
‘the mercy of the Cuban insurgents.

THE WIFE SAYS HER SON TOOK

Mrs. Jordan Creates a Scene at the 
Hospital by Upbraiding the Pa- 
tient and Testifies to His 
Misconduct. 


rank Jordan is at the City Hospital and 
will probably die from the effects of the 
four pistol shot wounds in his body inflicted 
by his stepson, Harry Dawson, about 11 
o'clock Thursday night: Dawson is locked 
up at the Four Couris. 

Dawson claims that the shooting was in 
defense of his mother, who was being 
brutally beaten by her husband. His state- 
ment is corroborated by his mother and a 


neighbor. Jordan is too weak to make a 
detailed statement. He merely says he was 
doing nothing improper and the attack was 
wholly unjustifiable. 

Jordan, who is 43 years old, is a clerk in 
Schulz’s department store, and lives on the 
third floor at 710 Market street. His wife, 
May, is 35 years old, and with them live 
her children—Harry, 19 years old, and Nel- 
lie, a cripple, 12 years old. 

Jordan and his wife have had numerous 
quarrels of late, and for four days Jordan 
has remained away from his home, The 
quarrel began when he left was renewed 
when he returned home Thursday night, 
and Harry Dawson took his mother’s part. 

Mrs. Jordan called at the City Hospital 
Friday morning to see her husband. She 
was accompanied by Mrs. Maggie Farrell 
of 822 Market street. They went straight 
to the wounded man’s cot. He was suf- 
fering greatly and looked appealingly at his 
wife. She was excited and began crying. 
Jordan was too weak to speak. 

“You brought it all on yourself,” she ex- 
claimed, ‘‘and you deserve all you got. If 
you had treated me as you should this 
never would have happened.”’ 

Jordan shrank from her and cried out. 
The hospital physician interfered and said 
that the intérview must -tgerminate. As 
Mrs. Jordan left her dying husband's bed- 
side she was met by a Post-D.spatch, re- 
porter. 

“I don't think he will die,” she said. “I 
believe he is just putting on.’’ 

The woman had a black eye and several 
bruises on her face. She pointed to her 
discolored eye and said: 

“He did this. We have been married six 
years He never gave me anything but 
abuse: Though he works he always kecps}{ 
his money, and I have to support the family 
by taking in roomers. He always mis- 
treated me and my little girl. He came 
home last night after being away four days.

“The Madrid newspapers of this morning 
afe fliled with statements concerning the 
American Minister which are so inaccur- 
ate that he asks the courtesy of the press 
to correct them.

patch that Mayor Zierenhein intended to 
enroll a volunteer regiment on the steps of 
the new City Hall Monday, should war be 
declared against Spain, has aroused the 
patriotic enthusiasm of St. Louisans to the 
fighting pitch. 

The Mayor says when he left his office 
Thursday afternoon nearly every able 
bodied young man, and not a few veterans, 
whom he met on the street, greeted him 
with the remark, “We are with you, and 
will be on hand Monday to answer your 
call for volunteers.”’ 

“I am more convinced to-day than I 
Was yesterday,’’ said the Mayor Friday, 
that I will make my call for that voiunteer 
regiment when our street pageant halts at 
the doors of the new City Hall Monday. 

“In my opinion the die is cast, and cast 
for a war to the finish; so far as Spainish 
domination on the American continent is 
concerned. 

“T believe Spagn would back down {ff she 
could, but she can't. She has gone along 
in her hard-headed, barbarous course until 
she has exasperated the patience and sense 
of humanity, not only of the American peo- 
ple, but of every Christian nation. She 
will have to fight, and alone. ‘That is 

nade plain by the note of the foreign am- 
adors to President McKinley. 

“[ am delighted that the President made 
them the diplomatic, but firm, reply that 
he did. It shows that while we appreciate 
their kind offices, we have determined to 
Manage our own affairs in our way.” 

“You are not thinking of resigning as 
Mayor to lead the regiment of St. Louis 
volunteers?’ the Mavor was asked. 

“Certainly not. President Meier of the 
Council will act as Mayor while I am in 
the field. Really I do not expect to be gone 
long, for I think we will make short work 
of the Spaniards. I hope, however, to be 
able to get the St. Louis regiment to Cuba 
among the first troops that are sent. There 
will be no question about my being able to 
get them to the coast, ready to sail if the 
order is given us. I have seen enough of 
military service to be able to judge of a 
man fit to be a soldier for hard service by 
siz'ng him up. 

“I will not enroll a man who T believe 
cannot stand ‘the test for such service, and I 
know there will be no discount on their 
courage.”’ 

Ex-Mayor E. A. Noonan called to see the 
Mayor and thank him for naming him as 
one of the committee to examine and report 
on the condition of the books of the treas- 
urer, comptroller and auditor, which is done 
at the close of every fiscal year. 

The other members of the Auditing Com- 
mittee are Attorney John A. Porter and 
Addivon F. W. Pritchett, who for 20 years 
was auditor of the Wiggins Ferry Co. 

Mr. Noonan congtatulated the Mayor on 
his patriotic zeal and said he felt sure that 
Col. Ziegenhein and this vblunteers would 
win.fame on the battlefield.

St. Louis Roads May Fight Canada for 
Northwest Traffic. 


The tnternational rate war, in which the 
St. Louis roads are active participants is 
expected to reach a crisis within a week. 
While at present it Is confined to votes on 
passenger business to the Pacific seaboard, 
it is threatened that hostilities may be car- 
ried into the enemy’s country and that St. 
Louis may take the initiative. in changing 
the position of the Western lines from a 
defensive to an aggressive one. The rate 
of $17.50 to the Klondike gateways is still in 
force and will probably not be reduced. 

The St. Louis lines will pursue other tac- 
tics. A plan of action is now under con- 
sideration which may result in still further 
advantages to the traveling public and 
make St. Louis a most desirable starting 
point to all points of the compass. 

One after another plans to reduce or force 
the Canadian lines to restore the old tarilf 
rates have fallen through. The rates from 
St. Louis to Seattle, Tacoma and other 
Pacific points have been cut so that the 
companies are operating at a loss. It is 
now proposed to fight the Canadian lines 
on their own ground and make réduced 
rates ‘to points tin the Northwest where 
those lines are still maintaining the regular 
rates.

“What we noticed on the moon last

two-thifds of the State of Missouri. I 
don’t knew ‘how St. 
looked, That Greek cross didn’t mean any- 
thing. It is a common seniteatasion of 
moisture In the atmosphere, and this time 
it happened to take the shape of a clir- 

cle, or halo, as it is known, but showed it- 
self by arms reaching out from all sides 
oF the moon. 

“If it had aught to do with the Holy 
Week it most probably signified that we 
were to have glorious weather Easter Sun- 
day, in that it foretold of showers to fall 
before the Sabbath. There may be rain 
late this afternoon, 
tain about it. The weather will grow 
warmer, rain or no rain, toward evening,

Witt Henry, on His Deathbed, Con- 
fesses a Murder. 

UNION CITY, Tenn., April 8.—Witt 
Henry, @ prosperous citizen, living midway 
between this city and Hickman, Ky., who 
is supposed to be on his deathbed, haa 


confessed to a murder committed 80 years 
ago. 

“4 1863 a prosperous, hard-working bach- 
elor, George Newton, lived near oscow, 
‘Ky. He was known to have considerable 
money concealed, there a no banks in 
‘his neighborhood in those exciting times. A 
‘party of armed men went to his house at 
inight, hung him up by the neck, and 
ltwisted his head in guerrilla fashion until 
‘they sunk the rope to the frontal bone, to 
‘force him to divulge the hiding-place of his 
‘money. Finally the robbers fired a pistol 
‘while it wae tightly twisted In the loop 
aganist his head. Newton then told them 
where he had secreted $3000. The robbers 
secured the money. After Newton recor- 
fered he stated that he believed Witt Henry 
‘was one of the party to the robbery. A 
‘short time afterward, when Newton Was 
‘returning home from Moscow, he was shot 
from ambush and left on the highway dead. 
Witt Henry was strongly suspected, but 
owing to the exchement incident to the 
war was not arrested. Newton was related 
to prominent families tn Fulton and Hick- 
counties, Kentucky.

The occasion was a public hearing by 
the House Committee on Public Improve- 
ments for the repaving and building of 
streets in various sections of the city, ag- 
gregating total improvements for good 
streets io cost about $400,000. The big hall 
was crowded with men from every walk 
of life, bankers, lawyers, merchants, 
preachers, big operators on ‘Change and 
retired capitalists. 

If the sentiments voiced by the repre- 
sentativ@ men who addressed the com- 
mittee may be taken as an index, the prop- 
erty owners of St. Louis do not want any 


street improvements, and the populag de- 
mand that St. Louis be lifted out he 
mud is a feigned cry. More than thi? ac- 
cording to the testimony of scores of citi- 
sens, the city already has good enough 
streets, and some speakers were so vehe- 
ment in their protests against further im- 
rovement that they were willing to tpety 
Bt. Louis had the best streets In the worl 
Special tax bills give them a nightmare. 

The first ordinance called up by Chair- 
man Murrell was one to pave Washington 
avenue from Vandeventer to Taylor ave- 
nue, with asphalt. 

. 'M. Blossom spoke on behalf of the 
Presbyterian Church at the corner of Sarah 
street and Washington avenue. He was op- 
posed to appnelt and thouget telford was 

ood enoug Rev. Rhodes of St.

tent officials and that every one of the 
mprovement ordinances were an outrage. 

Mr. McMath could scarcely restrain him- 
self under the severe castigation and re- 
torted that the same hue and cry, the same 
slanders were heaped upon Commissioners 
Block and Turner when they were mak ng 
new ‘streets a dozen or more years ago.

The eiadilGeeated a peculiar shape Fri- 
day morning. Alfred A. Drew, by 
torneys, Black and Koplitz, filed) a suit 
asking for a receiver for the association 
and representing that the Board of Direc- 
tors had resigned; that there was no offic.al 
existence to the officers, and that—what 
was left was being wasted and lost. 

The case was assigned to Judge Talty. 
When court opened Judge Thomas A. Rus- 
sell, representing the State Supervisor of 
Building and Loan Associations, and James 
A. Kinealy, representing the association, 
were on hand. 

Mr. Black read his petition, then Judge 
Russell addressed the court and said the 
whole business was out of order; that Mr. 
Drew or any gther stockholder or creditor 
had no right under the law to institute 
such proceedling. The law, he said, pro- 
vided that if any stockholder or creditor 
was of the opinion that anything was 
wrong it was his duty to notify the Super- 
visor, and then if the Supervisor failed to 
take the proper steps proceedings could be 
instituted in court. 

The Drew attorneys insisted that the 
Supervisor had brought such a suit, and 
had dismissed it for some unknown reason, 

Judge Russell said no such suit had been 
brought. He had asked to see the books, 
and had sued for that purpose. After get- 
ting access to the books the suit was dis- 
missed, but no receiver had been asked 


for. 

Attorney Kinealy said steps ‘had been tak- 
en to wind up the association, and that if 
an order was made the would like tobe 
heard. 

Judge Talty announced he would take the 
application under consideration, and see 
what jurisdiction he had in the case, 

Judge Russell declared he could assure 
the court that the Supervisor would take 
positive steps in the matter within the next 
24 hours, and if a receiver was necessary 
would file a suit asking that one be ap- 
pointed. He asked the court to allow the 
oase to take its regular course under the 
new law, made for "3 a. 


The suit filed on iday reveals a 


most interesting state of affairs in 
relation to the association. Last Oc- 
tober it was found that Obert § had 


stolen $59,000 on the face of the first inspec- 
tion of the books. He gota good deal more 
than that, but. the books showed stealings 
to that amount. Obert was removed and 
a new set of directors elected. 

Things were brought to a standstill 
awhile and then a scheme was fixed up 
whereby it was thought the whole affair 
could be settled out of court. The directors 
signed aowriitten agreement to resign on 
condition the majority of § stockholders 
agreed to a proposition to elect another 
board empowered to wind up the associa- 
tion and divide what was left pro rata 
among them. 

The proposition was to be submitted in 
the shape of an election. It was duly 
advertised for April 4, according to law. 
The election was held and nearly all the 
siockholders agreed to the proposition, but 
there were just enough objectors to kill 
the whole plan. One of these, Mr. Ryan, 
has the resignation of the directors, it is 
sald, and refuses to give the document up. 
He and several other objectors want to 
elect another board, claiming the old board 
is out, There is a general split in the 
association now, and the nice little plan to 
wind up the business has fallen through. 

It is more than probable the State Super- 
visor will gobble the concern.

VETERAN POLICE CAPTAIN. 


Capt. Keeble Fought Through the War 
and Was Shot Four times. 


-- 


In the list of the veterans who endured 
the hardships of the late war and came 
out scarred but none the less patriotic, is 
Capt. William Keeble, now captain of 


the Carondelet police. 

Capt. Keeble fought gallantly through 
the civil war and was shot three times, 
once by “a fragment of a cannon ball, which 
fortunately had spent its deadly force. 
Though on the defeated side, animosity has 
been wiped away and nothing pleases him 
more than to indulge in war talk with 
another veteran—Union or Confederate. 
Capt. Keeble was born in St. Charles, 
Mo.. in 1839, where he remained until the 
war broke out, when he joined the army.
